TUES.0CT.10 
DATE TO VOTE 
ON RINK ISSUE 



On Tuesday. Oct. 10, voters in 
New-market who are qualified to 

vote on money by-laws, will be 
asked to vote on the question: 
Are you in favor of the purchase 
by Newmarket of the Newmar- 
ket arena property for operation 
as a town enterprise for $17,000, 
and for the issue or debentures 
for such sum payable over, a 
period of eight years. 

Voters who are qualified to 
vote on this by-law are those 
who own property and those 
who have leases over a term 
equal to the period of payment 
and who pay all municipal taxes 
on the property of which they 

are tenants. 

If the vote is favorable, New- 
market will apply to the On- 
tario legislature for a private 
bill to be passed at the next 
session, and subject to the ap- 
proval of the Ontario Municipal 
Board, authorizing the issuance 
of debentures to cover the cost 
of the arena. 

The polls will be open from 
10 a.m. to 7 p.m. For St. 
George's ward, 1A and IB, the 
location of the poll is 79 Pros- 
pect St. For St. Andrew's ward, 
2A and 2B, location of the poll 
is the Market building. For St. 
Patrick's ward, 3A and 3B, loca- 
tion of the poll is the fire hall.

Town Arena Will Pay, 

Councillors Re-Assert 



In criticism of the citizens 
who have charged that the 
arena is a white elephant, Coun- 
cillor Joel Spilletto declared in 
council meeting Monday* night: 
"It is my own personal exper- 
ience that the arena does pay, 

"I rented the arena for one 

year at the cost of $1,000. I 

only used the arena for four 

months of that year but in that 

time, I was able to make a 

sizeable profit/' 

Mr. Spillettc spoke during a 

discussion by council of the pro- 
* posal that the town purchase 
the rink and during which, the 
councillors rc-ufHrmcd their be- 
lief in the worth of the proposal. 
Deputy-Reeve Arthur Evans 
protested that ho thought there 
was too much feeling that the 
purchase of the rink would 
mean a financial loss. "Does it 
have to be a loss? 1 ' asked Mr. 
Evans. "Certainly not. 
•Tor one thing, where there 
. were six or seven shareholders 
operating the arena with a 
capitalization of $34,000, a town- 
owned arena would be operating 
with a capitalization of $17,000 
with the population of Ncwmnr- 
, kct as shareholders. 

•Tlie rink would be run as a 
: * Round business. The profits 
could be turned into the arenn 
or used for improvements to the 

municipality." 

Reeve Lundy said: "From time 
to time I have been confronted 
by citizens who claim that the 
arena is a white elephant. I 
don't think those citizens are 
taking the right attitude. The 
question Is, 'is the rink a part of 
the community life?' 

"The arena company couldn't 
make it pay but the company 
carried n capitalization of 
$34,000. We have a 50 percent 
better chance of making a profit 
on the arena with a capitaliza- 
tion of $17,000."

L. H. Bovair: "I heartily en- 
dorse the purchase of the arena 
by the citizens of Newmarket. 
As skating and hockey are clean 
and healthy pastimes for the de- 
velopment of our youth, in the 
wintertime it would be welL 
worth any money spent. 

"The arena could be a big 
asset in planning a recreation 
and community centre in our 
town. 

"Newmarket has long lacked 
the proper facilities and super- 
vision for our youth, who wish 
to take part in activities where 
team-play is involved.

"When the directors of the 
Newmarket arena informed the 
town council, at a meeting of 
the directors and a special com- 
mittee of councillors, that they 
would be willing to sell the 
arena to Newmarket for $17,000, 
I contended at the time of the 
meeting that, under all circum- 
stances, the price they were ask- 
ing was too high and I am still 
of that' opinion. However, the 
directors made it perfectly plain 
that they would not sell for loss, 
claiming that it cost over $34,000 
to erect and that, at present day 
prices, the cost would be much 

higher. 

"As the arena is private prop- 
erty, privately owned, the direc- 
tors have the perfect right to 
stipulate they would, in all like- 
lihood, close the arena perma- 
nently rather than sell for less 
than $17,000. 

"Therefore, »I felt that the 
need of the town for an arena 
was so imperative as to compel 
me to accept what I thought was 
a little too high a price. 

"Knowing the needs of youth 
as I do, I know that it would be 
a crime and a shame if such a 
recreational centre as the arena 
is, and more particularly, could 
be made into, was lost to the 
town as a result of the failure 
of the ratepayers to realize that 
a majority vote for NO on Oct.

Sir William Mulock was borne to 
rest at Newmarket cemetery yes- 
terday after funeral services that 
were an appropriate end to a 
gloriously full and successful life. 

At the service were men p.nd 
women representative of all phases 
of Sir William's long nnd brilliant 
career. There were statesmen, law- 
yers, educators, as well as 
friends and udmhers. 

A private funeral sendee was 
held at 2 p.m. in the parlors of his 
home 'on Jarvls St., attended by 
about 50 relatives and very close 
friends. 

The doors of the residence were 
closed and a special police guard 
took position. Included in that in- 
timate gathering were Rosamond 
Pratt, housekeeper for the past 31 
years; James Clarke, gardener for 
36 years; and Jack Holden. prlvuto 
chauffeur for 33 years. 

From his home the procession 
wended its way to St. Paul's 
Anglican church, 23loor St., where 
one of the largest funerals In the 
history of Toronto took place. 

Thousands of people from all 
walks and theatres of life thronged 

the church and lined adjacent 
streets. A police escort was in at- 
tendance from one o'clock Mntll 
four thirty when the mile-long 

cortege proceeded to Newmarket. 
The public service for Sir Wil- 
liam was conducted by the rector. 
Canon h\ H. Wilkinson, and the 
Rev. Canon H. J. Cody, president 
of the University of Toronto, and 
former rector of St. Paul's. Pas- 
sages of Scripture and a lesson 
from 1st .Corinthians, chapter 15, 
beginning— "O death, where Is thy 
sting?" were read by Canon Wilkin- 
son. Rt. Rev, A, R. Beverley, 
D.D., suffragan bishop of Toronto, 
acting on behalf of Archbishop 
Owen, Prlmnte of Canada, pio* 
nounccd the benediction. 

The funeral oration on Sir Wil- 
liam "whose life almost stems our 
country's history nnd who played 
bo great a part in tho moulding of 
that old young country" was de- 
livered by Dr. Cody, who remarked 
that few men have persevered so 
long with youth and energy, men- 
tal and physical. 

In reviewing the expansive life 
of Sir William, Dr. Cody said he 
was of Irish ancestry and that his 
grandfather Immigrated to Canada. 
Tils father was a country physician 
at Dondhead nnd at the age 
of 36 died of overwork and ftVCr- 
cxposure. 

Dr. Cody spoko of Sir William's 
varied careers as lawyer, parlia- 
mentarian, chief Justice, education- 
hllHt and statesman of the empire. 
"Tlio system of federation of 
various colleges Into the University 
of Toronto, doing away with sectar- 
ianism was his invention. It was 
he who established tho Banting 
Research Foundation whoreb y 
young men with fruitful Ideas 
might Iibvo the opportunity to 
develop them. 

"Ha gave a «plendld lead In this 
city to various welfare Middles 
He was over keenly Interested In 
tho affairs of his country and tho 
world and felt the urgo to scrvn 
tho community. 

"Sir William was a lover of 
Canada. Ito loved tho open air. 
tho trees were his fi lands." ft 

Dr. Cody repeated words once 
spoken by Hlr William- -"I warm 
both hands against tho fire of life." 
The congregation, which filled tho 
church, Joined with tho choir In 
Hinging two of Hlr William's favor- 
He hymns. Abide With Mo and 
Ixad Kindly Light, and the choir 
alone Hang tho WHh Psalm. During 
thu HorvlCQ tho mournful tones of 
tho Dead March In Haul, played tin 
the church organ by Dr. Charles 
Ranker, reverberated throughout 
the edifice. Then as tho casket 
was homo down tho aisle and out 
iif the church to' start on tho 
Journey to Nowmurket cemetery, 
tltn choir imng Nunc Dlmltlls— 
"Now Ifltlesl Thou Thy servant do- 
part In peace." 

Among Hlr William'* jMctf 
friends waa Prime Minister King, 
who with Hon. l/wis St. iJiurenl, 
minister of Justice, represented the 
dominion government. Present al- 
so was Hon. fleorge Drew, premier 
if Ontario, members of tho Ontario 
cabinet, Chief Justlco R. H. Ruhert- 
iton, of inn high court of Ontario;

Walter Germain, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Germain, New- 
market, arrived nt his borne 
early Monday morning after 
spending 21 months overseas, 
Rfn.

Ho 
went to Franco on D-day with 
the Queen's Own Rifles. Ho re- 
ceived n b'id wound In his fore* 
head white still on the beach. 
Ho Is 20 years old. 
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On Wednesday, Oct. 4, Sir 
William Mulock, in his 102nd 
year, was laid to rest in New- 
market cemetery. He lies be- 
side his mother and father on 
the brow of a hill overlooking 
the valley in which his youth 
was spent. 

Over 500 people from all 
walks of life were* present at 
the simple graveside service. 
The nation's leaders stood beside 
farmers and factory workers, 
united in common homage. As 
Dr. G. H. Johnson led the ser- 
vice, the cry of a little child 
was heard from where a mother 
held her baby. 

Westward from where Sir 
William was buried, through an 
arch of trees, could be seen the 
valley serene and bright with 
autumn's colors. The afternoon 
sun shone strongly on the faces 
of the spectators. The air was 
still. 

The funeral procession entered 
Newmarket shortly before five 
o'clock. Main St. was lined 

with townsfolk nnd school chil- 
dren, and others had vantage 
points on the post office steps 
and at upstairs windows. The 
south end of Main St. was lined 
by a guard of honor of troops 
from Newmarket military camp. 
Besides the troops, were tho Air 
Cadets. As the procession slow- 
ly passed, the troops presented 
arms and the cadets snapped to 
attention. The crowd waited 
almost an hour for the proces- 
sion. 

The funeral procession, led by 
provincial police, was close to a 
mile in length. Not a sound 
except the soft whirr of rubber 
tires was heard in the street as 
the procession proceeded towards 
the cemetery. 

The road through the ceme- 
tery was lined with veterans 
who stiffened to attention as the 
procession entered. Many citi- 
zens were waiting in the ceme- 
tery when the procession 
arrived. 

The service wns short and 
dignified. Following the service, 
the veterans approached the 
grave in single file, saluted, and 
placed their popples among the 

flowers. 

Premier Mackenzie King stood 
nt tho head of the grave with 
Col. W. P. Mulock, while minis- 
ters of the cabinet and other 
dignitaries stoo^ in a semi- 
circle about them. Newmarket 
town council was present in. a 
body. Beyond these, barehead- 
ed spectators stood quietly.

THE ARENA CAN PAY 

■ 

Last week, Hie Era and Express printed 
opinions on the proposal that the town purchase 
the Newmarket arena for $17,000, payable over 
eight years. This week, The Era and Express 
continues the practice. 

The proposal to purchase the arena is not a 
narrow issue, confined to the interests of a few 
and outside of the interests of the community. 
A town owned arena will bo a community arena; 
ita disposition will ho decided by the community. 
The community will share its benefits. 

The opinions printed in these columns were by 
no means representative, a matter of regret to 
the editor. The majority of the opinions were in 
favor of the arena and the reader might have the 
impression that the opinions represented a 
majority of the townsfolk. Such is not the case. 
There are many who are strongly against the 
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proposal but have not published that opinion. 

Chief objection to the proposal is that the cost 
is too high, that Newmarket Arena Ltd. is un- 
loading an undesirable property on the town. 
The original contract price for. the arena was 
$32,000. With the addition of extras that were 
not included in the contract, the cost was §35,000. 
The contractor lost money on the deal. 

In their offer to the town, Newmarket Aiena 
Ltd. stated that no dividend had been paid for 
some years. The question immediately asked is: 
If Newmarket Arena Ltd. couldn't pay a divi- 
dend, how do you expect the town to make a 
profit? It is a simple step from this question to 
the outright statement that the arena won't pay. 

In ( answer, there is the statement of Joel 
Spillette. Mr. Spillette said he rented the arena 
for a year at the cost of $1,000. Operating four 
months of that year, he made a profit. Stanley 
Smith, who has acted as manager of the arena 
for several years, declares that the arena will 

pay. 
The arena company couldn't operate the rink 

on a capitalization of $35,000 and pay a dividend. 
There is no reason, however, why Newmarket 
cannot operate the rink on a capitalization of 
$17,000, 50 percent of the original cost, and show 
a profit. 



What Others Think 



PETERBOROUGH WAR MEMORIAL 

(Toronto Daily Star) 

The city of Peterborough has set an admirable 
example in its plans for a war memorial. It is 
to be a community centre for the promotion of 
citizens* health and culture. *fhus by activities 
for the advancement of the people of Peter- 
borough will be honored the memory of those 
who gave their lives in battle for human freedom 
and progress. The citizens' committee working 
on this memorial stated in its announcement: "In 
doing honor to those who gave their lives, it will 
serve to bring about a better city for which they 
fought. Wc have neglected the youth of our city 
in not giving them the necessary equipment and 
facilities with which to build sound bodies and 
minds, a requisite of good citizens. To correct 
this situation, the citizens will build a memorial 
Community Centre for Health, Culture and 
Recreation, with particular stress on tfic develop- 
ment of young people." 

The proposed cost of the memorial centre is 
$275,000. Toward this the Peterborough city 
council is contributing $75,000, industries $100,- 
000, individuals and groups $100,000, and the re- 
mainder is being solicited from former residents. 
The site was selected so as to work in with the 
scheme for developing a park where all the out- 
door summer and fall athletic events arc held. 

When completed, the properly will be deeded 
as a gift to the city. A commission to administer 
the centre will be appointed by provincial 
statute. The centre is to be operated on a 
revenue-paying basis and the profits that may 
accrue' will be used for the extension and im- 
provement of the centre and for the establish- 
ment of public playgrounds for children. "There 
is no chance of it ever falling into private hands 
for gain/' the committee has stated. The entire 
Peterborough community has rallied behind the 
project. 

It is of interest that the proposed Peterborough 
centre is to be operated on a revenue-paying 
basis. Community centres arc thus being con- 
ducted by the municipalities of St. Catharines, 
Port Arthur, Owen Sound and Stratford. All 
have reported profits from annual operations. In 
Newmarket a plebiscite is to be held on Oct. 10 
to decide on the purchase by the municipality of 
a skating rink at a cost of $17,000. If purchased, 



the Newmarket council will seek permission from 
the Ontario Municipal Board and the Ontario 
legislature to operate the rink on a fee basis. It 
is planned that later the rink will be re- 
constructed to serve as a general community 
centre. 

It should be recalled that repeated appeals 
were made this spring that the city of Toronto 
purchase the Ulster and Oakwood stadiums and 
operate them on a revenue-producing basis. The 
board of control has been so slow in taking satis-

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By request, I am re-writing an 
article published years ago in 
the Express-Herald about ti\e 
ruins of a once magnificent 
home which, until a few years 
ago, stood on the Toole farm. 

No, it isn't Egypt— it's Cana- 
da! Clean-cut as a cameo, 
creamy-white walls of a once 
magnificent building stand out 
against the sky. No doubt you 
have often driven the road be- 
tween Bogarltown ami Pleasant- 
ville, but did you, in past days, 
ever notice that down in the 
valley below Mrs. Charles 
Toole's' home, stood this relic of 
a former generation? 

One hundred and four years ago 
Col. Beresford, an English army 
officer, came to this locality, 
seeking a home, and finding it 
here. On the banks of a little 
murmuring stream and facing 
the beautiful woods across its 

limpid walers, he decided to 
erect his home. No one now 
living remembers its building, 
but from various sources the 
story of it has come to us. 

Strange as it may seem to us. 
who have only seen its ruins and 
their marvellous solidity, the 
walls were made of mud and pen 

straw, tramped down by a little 
pony. As the walls were three 
feet in thickness, the pony did 

not lack a sizeable promenade. 

Its size — the house, not the 
pony— was, to* the modest build- 
ers of pioneer homes, tre- 
mendous. It was 80 feet long by 
40 feet wide, built in two sec- 
tions connected by a huge recep- 
tion hall, whoso door was shaded 
by an imposing porch. This 
home, at last, stood in nil its 
beauty, for from pictures of it, 
it was beautiful. 

Lot us, in imagination, walk in 
at the great front door, and pre- 
tend that the doors opening 
front U on either side are open 
and that we are privileged to 
wander at will through the 
rooms. Choosing n door on the 
right hand, we find ourselves In 
an immense ballroom, French 
windows opening on to the 
piazza, which ran around three 
sides of the mansion. The ball- 
room was divided into two sec- 
tions by sliding doors and each 
section had its fireplace. Indeed, 
in this amazing home there were 
seven fireplaces — four up, three 
down. leaving the ballroom, 
with its faint fragrance of pot 
pourrl and suggestion of old- 
time gaiety, we cross Ihc hall 
antl find ourselves in another 
Inrger room— one of two on this 
side of the hall. 

One of these Is the library 
where the owner could sit l>efore 
the great fireplace or stand In 
one of the deeply recessed win- 
dows and look at the lovely 
picture which spread l>cforo 
him. 

Going upstairs we find our- 
selves In another great hall with 
two Gothic windows, whose seats 

were n great temptation to one 
to sit and dream— so a Inter 
owner tells me. Between these 
two windows was n shallow 
closet with a door without a 
knob. Tradition tells us that 
hero Mrs. Beresford was wont to 
hide when the colonel had dined 
nnd wined not wisely, but too 
well. 

Whnt a house it must havo 
been for It had 1(1 rooms, seven 
largo halls, 45 doors and seven 
fireplaces as nforesald. But as 
we wander through it, wo can- 
not feel It is a happy homo, Th6 
colonel l>eggnred himself to 
build it and lived to regret his 
folly. Even going through It In 
imagination you feel: 
"A5 one who treads olono 

Sbmo banquet hnll deserted} 
Whoso lights nro fled, whoso 

; garlands dead, 
.And all but he, departed." 

But boforo the old house fell 
into picturesque ruins and had 
at last, for safety reasons, to bo

destroyed, it had a happier time. 
Young people lived a happy, 
normal life in its big rooms and 
little children played in its great 
halls. Even the wine cellar 
made an excellent place for hide 
and seek. So, gay, happy, voices 
echoed where once the queru- 
lous tones of an embittered man 
were heard. From n visit to the 
ruins and from pictures in pos- 
session of the Toole family, one 
gains a faint idea of its former 
grandeur and, as one turns 
away, realizes that "sic transit 
gloria muudi!"

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As a Newmarket school boy 
William Mulock, who celebrated 
his 101st birthday Jan. 19, took 
more "trimmings" than any of 
his fellows, but from his first try 
for parliament in 1882 until his 
retirement from politics in 1905 
he never took a single political 
•trimming." 

In fact, with his election in 
1882 in a riding which party 
men had regarded as hopeless, 
he became a man who did the 
impossible. It was so when he 
brought together the various 
elements which make up the 
University of Toronto, when he 
brought about empire penny 
postage, when he turned into 

reality 20 years of talk about a 
Pacific cable from Canada to 
the Antipodes, and when he 
established Canada's department 
of labor with its new recogni- 
tion of the rights of labor. 

Underlying all these accom- 
plishments was the pleasing and 
tactful personality and sterling 
character developed In the home 
of a Newmarket widow, in the 
old Newmarket grammar school, 
in cold winter mornings sawing 
wood, in early summer morn- 
ings taking the cow to pasture, 
in games of "shinny" on the 
pond and in summer's cricket 
games. 

Sir William's grandfather, Wm. 
Mulock, left Banagher, Ireland, 
in 1834 and settled in Orillia 
with seven of his 12 children 
(four had died young). 

The other child, Thomas 
Homan-Mulock, was born in 
1811 and studied medicine in 
Ireland. He arrived in Canada, 
after a little wandering, prob- 
ably in 1836. In 1837, when the 
rebellion broke out, he was at 
Lfoydtown, and he and a bro- 
ther joined a company (the 
nucleus of what became in 1867 
the 12th York Rangers with 
headquarters in Newmarket) to 
help put down the rebels. 

This Thomas Homan-Mulock 
(Sir William's father) subse- 
quently began the practice of 
medicine at Bondhead, anc\ in 
May, 1838, married Mary, only 
daughter of John Cawthra of 

Newmarket. 

There were' iour children: 
John died in 1852 at the age of 
12, Marian (the late Mrs. Boult- 
bec), William, born Jan. 19, 1843, 
Phoebe (the late Mrs. George W. 

Monk). 

Dr. Mulock died at 36 years of 
age after ten years of strenuous 
country practice. He was on 
call day and night, summer and 
winter, making his way, some- 
times on foot but usually with 
the old of a horse, over primitive 
roads and trails, and ministering 
to the settlers In their often 
primitive homes. 

Prof. William James Loudon, 
in his biography of Sir William, 
tells how once, following the 
death of her husband, William's 
mother took him by sleigh 50 
miles to Orillia to visit his 

grandfather. 

Newmarket 

Mrs. Mulock brought her 
little family to Newmarket in 
1848. When William was nearly 
seven he entered the old one- 
room grammar school (still 
standing at the northeast corner 
of Millard (Lot] and Raglan), 
which was dominated by the 
strap-wielding Rev. Hugh John 
Borthwick, M.A. Young William 

became the favorite Victim of 
the Borthwick strap. 

In the fall of 1854, when Wil- 
liam was 11, a transformation 
rame over education In New- 
market with the arrival of a 
new schoolmaster, Samuel Ar- 
thur Marling, who had been 
gold medallist in classics at the 
University of Toronto in 1853. 
Edward Blnke, who placed sec- 
ond to Marling, was subsequent- 
ly to be chancellor of the 
University of Toronto when 
William Mulock was vice-chan- 
cellor. 

Marling had the gift of in- 
spiring his pupils. Ho loved 
learning, and his pupils soon 
caught from him the same 
desire to "find out." Marling 
subsequently became deputy- 
minister of education for 
Ontario. 

Young William Mulock lived a 
busy life. Of a spring day he 
would rise at 5 a.m., work in the 
garden for a while, take the 
cow lo pasture (where the high 
school and Pickering College are 
now located), Join the other 
boys for a game of cricket, re- 
turn home for breakfast and 
then get off to school. After 
school it was probably more 
work In the garden, perhaps 
some more cricket, get the cow, 
have supper nnd pretty soon lo 
bed. , 

In the fnll and wlnlcr there 
were great quantities of wood to 
saw, and "shinny" to play. At 
all times of the year there were 
expeditions to make Into the 
bush with the other Inds, and in 
the Rpring and summer fishing to 
be done. Young William was 
adept at lying on the hunk of 
the Bogarttown creek and inch- 
ing a stealthy hand down into 
the water to catch "suckers." 

William Mulock made his first 
visit to Toronto in 1850 when he 
was 13 years old. His next visit 
was in 1850, when ho entered 
the University of Toronto as a 
freshman. 

William Mulock waa In resi- 
dence at the University of Tor- 
onto. In his second year he 



won the scholarship in languages 
and in his fourth year he won 
the gold medal in modern lang- 
uages. He received the degree 
ot Bachelor of Arts in 1863.

While at university he joined 
the university rifle corps. It 
was evidence of a life-long inter- 
est in affairs military, perhaps 
stimulated by the Crimean war 
of his boyhood. In 1866, at the 
time of the Fenian raid, he en- 
listed in the Queen's Own Rifles 
and spent three months under 
arms without seeing the raiders. 

/The same interest was evident 
when, the day the Great War 
broke out in August, 1914, Sir 
William left his summer home at 
Armitagc and hastened to Tor- 
onto, where he discussed with 
E. R. Wood, prominent business 
man, and J. E. Atkinson, pub- 
lisher of the Toronto Star, the 

establishment of a patriotic fund 
to take care of soldiers* depend- 
ents. The result was the estab- 
lishment of the Toronto and 
Yojfc Patriotic fund, which be- 
came a branch of the sub- 
sequently established Canadian 
Patriotic fund. Sir William was 
president throughout the war of 
the Toronto and York organiza- 
tion, which at one time was 

helping more than 10,000 fam- 
ilies. Toronto and York enlist- 
ments totalled 70,000. 

This interest in soldiers and 
their families continued till his 
death. Though he had been ill, 
and had to be helped into his 
car, he insisted on coming to 
Aurora and Newmarket on Nov. 
11, 1943, to lay wreaths on the 
Great War memorials. 

Lawyer And Statesman 
After graduation from uni- 
versity William Mttlock spent 
six months at the home of his 
mother in Newmarket. There 
was no law school in Ontario at 
that time and, to carry out his 
mother's plan that he should be 
a lawyer, he articled himself to 
a Newmarket solicitor, Alfred 
Boultbec. 

There was not as much exper- 
ience in Newmarket as he would 
have liked and in May, 1864, he 
went to Toronto and began work 
for John Hector, K.C., for $80 a 
year. As there were no type- 
writers, the law clerk's duties 
involved n great deal of copy- 
ing. He was supposed to round 
out his experience and his 
studies by attending court at 
Osgoodc hall and following the 
proceedings. 

William Mulock secured also 
evening and Sunday employment 
ns a housemaster nt Upper Can- 
ada College. This brought him 
$lfl0 a year, said to be almost 
enough to pay his board. 

Mr. Mulock completed his 
law studies with Ross, Lauder 
and Pa Meson and was called to 
the bar In 18Q7. 

He soon began to succeed nt 
the bnr and in the early !870's 
he felt that he was well enough 
established financially to take an 
interest in his hobbies, higher 
education and politics. 

His university career had left 
with him ideas nhout what might 
he done to improve Ontario's 
facilities for higher education. 
The first cause in which he took 
an interest was the securing of 
graduate representotlon on the 
University of Toronto senate. 
He and his collaborators sit' 
cceded in this project and he 
found himself one of the new 
g r a tl u a t c representatives. In 
1RBI he was elected vicc-chanccl- 
Inr of the university, although 
opposed by those who did not 
approve of the young university 
reformers. 

In the years thot followed ho 
fought for reform, progress nnd 
expansion, and he was much 
criticized by those who did not 
wont things ns they were dis- 
turbed. His biographer, Prof. 
Loudon, says that there were 
those who were "aghast nt his 
restless Interest nnd desire foi 
progress in all branches of edu- 
cation." 

Univmity Federation 
Although opposed bitterly at 
times, he was able gradually to 
bring about, through tactful 
handling of the various interest- 
ed parties, what is known ns 
"university federation." This 
meant the union with the Uni- 
versity of Toronto of St. 
Michacl'a College, Victoria Uni- 
versity, Trinity College, Wycllfit 
I College, Knox College, the On- 



tario College of Agriculture at 
Guelph, the Royal College of 
Dental Surgeons, the Conserva- 
tory of Music and other institu- 
tions. 

The program of expansion in- 
cluded the establishment of the 
faculty of medicine. Federation 
made available to each college 
the teaching facilities of the 
other colleges. 

In 1900, because of the pres- 
sure of his duties as a member 
of the dominion government, Sir 
William retired as vice-chancel- 
lor. Edward Blake retired as 
chancellor at the same time. A 
few years later legislation 

abolished the office of vice- 
chancellor. Sir William dis- 
approved of this step. 

In October, 1923, Sir William 
was nominated as chancellor. 
He was the candidate of the 
university's graduates. Sir Ed- 
mund Walker was put forward 
by the staff, and was elected. 
Sir Edmund died early in the 
following year and Sir William 
was unanimously chosen to suc- 
ceed him. He was re-elected 
every four years. 

Politics 

When William Mulock began 
to stir things up at the Univers- 
ity of Toronto he also began to 
take an active interest in poli- 
tics, and naturally turned an eye 
to the riding of North York in 
which he had grown up. 

There was a Liberal conven- 
tion in Newmarket in 1881. Dr. 
Strange, a Conservative, was 
the sitting member. Dr. Widdi- 
field, who had been the Reform 



or Libera] member of the On- 
tario legislature, and William 
Mulock were nominated. Dr. 
Widdifield won the nomination, 
but the following year three 
Liberal municipalities were 
dropped from North York and a 
normally Conservative section of 
Simcoe county was added. 

A new convention became 
necessary, and was held in May, 
1882. Dr. Widdifield did not 
like the prospects and declined 
the nomination. William Mu- 
lock accepted the challenge and 
in the election of a month later 
won the riding by 182 votes. It 
was a personal triumph and a 

surprise to both foe and sup- 
porter. In each • of his sub- 
sequent elections he increased 
his majority until in his last 
election it was nearly 1,000. , 

William Mulock soon found 
his way into the front ranks of 
the Liberal opposition at Ottawa, 
and when the Laurier govern- 
ment was formed in 1896 Mr. 
Mulock was named postmaster- 
general. 

In transforming the annual 
post office loss of $750,000 into 
a profit he reorganized and ex- 
panded the department, estab- 
lishing the postal note system 
and making other innovations. 

Sir William told of the intro- 
duction "of penny postage and 
establishment of a Pacific cable 
in a radio broadcast in March, 
1940. He said: 

"In the autumn of 1897 the 
finances of the department had so 
improved that I decided to begin 
the reduction above outlined, by

informing the British post office 
that on Christmas day, 1897, the 
three-cent letter rate in Canada 
would be extended to Great 
Britain. In response, the British 
post office department expressed 
the view that, without its con- 
sent, Canada was not entitled to 
reduce its outgoing rate. This 
surprised me, for Canada was 
entitled to retain* all postage 
collected on outgoing letters and, 
therefore, Great Britain was not 
interested financially in our out- 
going letter rates. 

"There then followed a discus- 



sion by correspondence between 
the two departments as to Can- 
ada's right to make such reduc- 
tion, and at last a deadlock was 
reached. • Being convinced that 
Great Britain would not yield 
and thot Canada was entitled to 
reduce its outgoing rates, I de- 
cided to cut the gordian knot, 
which I did, by announcing that 
on Christmaa day, 1887, the rat* 
to England would be reduced to 
three cents per letter. 

"The British post office then 
made a proposition that the pm- 
posed reduction be postponed 
until a conference between the 
different governments of the 

empire could be had and the 
question discussed. To this 1 
assented, and postponed the re- 
duction until after the confer- 
ence. It was held in London, 
England, beginning on the 28th 
of June, 1898, and ending on the 
12th of July. On that day the 
conference reached a decision 
by a majority of one .vote, I 
read from the minutes of the 
conference— "on the motion of 
the Hon. William Mulock, repre- 
sentative of the dominion of \ 
Canada, seconded by Sir David 
Tcnnant, representative of Cape 
Colony, it was resolved that 
provision be made for the 
adoption of penny postage with- 
in the empire," — and thus it waa 
that penny postage became un 
fait accompli within the empire. 
"A pleasing incident followed 
the adoption of that motion — 
Australia and New Zealand had 
opposed it, and when the vote

was announced, their represent- 
atives arose to leave the meet- 
ing, leaving it to the other 
representatives to work out the 
details for bringing inter-imper- 
ial penny postage into effect — 
whereupon I suggested to them a 
conference the following day to 
revive the question of construc- 
tion of an all-British cable be- 
tween Canada and Australasia. 
To this they readily assented 
and such a meeting was held. 

"The subject of constructing a 
Pacific cable had been discussed 
-at meetings of representatives of 
the interested governments in 
different parts of the empire 
during many years. Every gov- 
ernment favored it. I was pres- 
ent, as a guest, at a banquet at 
one of such meetings. Every 
speaker enthusiastically support- 
ed the scheme and evoked rap- 

'turous applause when, in stirring 
patriotic words, he pictured a 
thin red line uniting the outly- 
ing British colonies to the 
mother country in an indissol- 
uble bond, but, when the tumult 
and the shouting died and the 
banquet ended, the patriotic sup- 
porters of the scheme returned 
to their respective homes in far 
off lands without having refer- 
red to the question of construc- 
tion, j 

"When we met to discuss the 
revival of the scheme we at once 
directed our attention to its 
practical phase, narrely, the cost, 
and its apportionment among 
the different governments con- 



which has now been in operation 
for some 40 years, rendering 
useful service to the empire." • 

When Postmaster-General Mu- 
fock returned to Ottawa and se- 
cured the approval of the 
Canadian government for Can- 
ada's contribution to the scheme 
he secured passage of a bill 
adopting the principle of public 
ownership and state control of 
the Pacific cable. y < 

Although Postmaster-General 
Mulock had had to fight the 
imperial postal authorities, it be- 
came evident that everything he 
had done had been a contribu- 
tion toward empire solidarity. 
Penny postage, the 'Pacific cable 
and wireless telegraph were 
helping Clifford Sifton's British 
immigration and it was soon ap- 
parent that William Mulock, the 
innovator, was an empire build- 
er. Formal recognition of these 
accomplishments came in 1902 

when the Earl of Minto, gover- 
nor-general of Canada, recom- 
mended the former Newmarket 
school boy for the title of Knight 
Commander of St. Michael, and 
St. George. 

Postmaster-General Mulock, in 
London at the time, was called 
in by Colonial Minister Joseph 
Chamberlain (father of Austen 
and Neville) and informed of 
the honor to be done him. 
Department of Laber 

The story of Sir William's 
new deal for the common man 
begins before the turn of the 
century.

cerncd. The question was dis- 
cussed in a constructive spirit, 
the views of the meeting were 
reported to the respective gov- 
ernments, interest in the scheme 
was revived, and soon resulted

Labor parly was just beginning 
to be born, and Lloyd George, 
Libera] radical and reformer, 
was not to become chancellor of 
the exchequer until 1008. 

In 1897 Mackenzie King, now 
prime minister of Canada, was 
making post-graduate investiga- 



tions in Toronto and appealed to 
Postmaster-General Mulock to 
put an end to "the sweating 
system! 1 in the sub-letting of 
government contracts for post- 
men's uniforms. 

Mr. Mulock arranged to put 
into future contracts the provis- 
ion that the contractor must 
make the uniforms himself under 
specified working conditions. He 
also requested Mr. King to 
broaden his studies and report 
further on working conditions 
in Canadian industry. ' The re- 
sult was published by the house 
of commons under the title, "A 
Report upon the Need for Sup- 
pression of the Sweating System 
in Canada/' and Mr. Mulock's 
"Fair Wages Resolution" of 
1900. 

Mr. Mulock saw .that there 
was a job to be done for labor 
and he went about setting up a 
department of labor in an un- 
obtrusive way. This avoidance 
of "china shop" tactics has been 
characteristic of all his great 
accomplishments in bringing 
conflicting viewpoints together. 

He arranged to establish the 

'Labor Gazette*' and he tried to 

secure Mr. King as the first 
editor, but Mr. King had just 
been accepted as a member of 
the teaching staff of Harvard 
University. But Harvard agreed 
to release him, and to hold the 
appointment open for him for a 
period of three years. 

Mr. King stayed with Mr. 
Mulock's new department of 
labor. There was no formal 
creation pf * a separate depart- 
ment but Mr. Mulock became 
known as the postmaster-general 
and the minister of labor. He 
had launched on his public 
career a future prime minister of 
Canada, who became a close 
personal friend. 

Mr. Mulock sponsored the 
Railway Arbitration Act of 1902, 
which was the forerunner of Mr. 
King's pioneering Industrial Dis- 
putes Investigation Act. 

During the greater part of 
1002 Mr. Mulock acted as mini- 
ster of public works. 

In 1905 Sir William retired 
from politics and was appointed 
chief justice of the exchequer 
division of the supreme court of 
Ontario, in 1923 chief justice of 
the second appellate division of 
the court, and in the same year 
chief justice of Ontario. During 
these years he delivered many 
important judgments, sometimes 
affecting intimately the lives of 
the people of Ontario. 

Sir William was a stout ad- 
vocate of the "sovereignty of 
parliament" and the "rule of 
law," that is, he disapproves of 
any avoidable delegation of the 
legislative powers of parliament 
or legislature to any commission 
or person or even to the cabinet.

Making allowances for war-time 
and other emergencies, he be- 
should wield parliament's power 
to declare or alter the law. 

As time went on it became 
evident that years did not have 
their usual effect upon this son 
of North York. His mind re- 
tained its vigor and its interest 
in public affairs, and his heart 
not only retained old friend- 
ships but ever made room for 
new ones. Although recognized 
as an elder statesman, and con* 
suited by public leaders, he con- 
tinued to live in' the summer- 
time among the people of North 
York, whose support and con- 
fidence gave him the opportunity 
to use in parliament his great 
abilities. 

And when there were January 
birthday parties at his winter 
home in Toronto high and low, 
rich and poor, Liberals and Con- 
servatives called to wish him 
well: He knew everybody, re- 
membered every face, every 
name, and even confounded 
comparative strangers by resum- 
ing a conversation, at the point 
where it had been dropped a 
year or two before, about some 
detail of the caller's own life. 

When he was 82 years old he 
bought two alleged trout ponds 
at Morkdalc surrounded by a 
ISO-acre farm. The farmer who 
made the s£lc caught some trout 
before Sir William's cytys, and 
asked $15,000 for the farm. 
Sir William offered $0,000 and 
got it, but no trout, as it turned 
out the following spring. Year 
after year Sir William tried 
planting trout at Markdalc and 
after four years met with some 
success. He called the farm 
"Holland House" and planted 
thousands of trees, which grew 
faster than the trout. 

The planting of trees was 
always a hobby of Sir William's. 
The great walnut trees that 
stand in front of his home at 
Armitage he planted years ago. 
As the years went by greater 
opportunities came to indulge 
this patriotic fancy, and Sir 
William planted tho great groves 
of walnuts at Armitage at an 
age when most people hove re- 
tired from this world. 

Ontario began to call him 
"grand old man." In February. 
1930, the Toronto Empire club 
paid tribute to Sir William. On 
that occasion a message from 
Prim$ Minister King said: "Your 
adversaries arc becoming your 
friends and the clash of tongue* 
has softened to kindly reminis- 
cence." Premier Howard Fer- 
guson of Ontario spoke of Sir 
William's "sympathetic, kindly 
attitude toward those in need." 

Sir William's friendships knew 
no political boundaries. A pic- 
ture of Howard Ferguson hangs 
In his Toronto home as a gift 
from that colorful former Con- 
servative premier. In 1992 he 
was happy, as chief justice of 
Ontario, to welcome Hon. R. B. 
Bennett, then prime minister of 
Canada, Into membenhip in th* 
Ontario bar. 

Feeling that he would like a 
little more leisure, he retired as 
chief justice of Ontario when he 
had passed his 02nd birthday. 
Juit to prove to himself that he 
wasn't slipping he memorized 
Cray's "Elegy Written In a 
Country Churchyard" in the 
three or four hour* that it took 
to motor from Armitage to 
Mtukoka, 

In November, 1942, the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, at a public 
meeting, paid tribute to "the 
great service* rendered to the 
university by the chancellor, the 
Rt Hon. Sir William Mulock. 
P.C., K.C.KO." Sir William r». 
plied in four modil publle 
speeches to addresses of tha 
i*i iveralty senate, the federated 
colleges, the Ontario Agricul- 
tural Collage and the faculty of 

medicine which he had dona SO 

much to establish.' 
In January* 19*9, Newmarket

town council passed a resolution 
paying tribute to Sir William, 
expressing pride in his achieve- 
ments, and expressing gratitude 
for his interest in the town and 
his generosity * to York County 
hospital. 
Sir William was re-elected as 

chancellor of the University of 

Toronto at a meeting of the 

board of governors a short time 
before his death. In a tribute to 
Sir William broadcast late Sun- 
day night. Dr. H. J, Cody, presi- 
dent of the university, said that 
it had been Sir William's wish 
to be chancellor until the time of 
his death. Sir -William had been 
chancellor since 1924.

In increasing the ration it should be 
explained to the public that unless the restrictions imposed 
by the Dominion Government are removed a similar restric- 
tion will be necessary again next year, although the Boird, 
except for the Dominion Restriction, would be able to make 
available for distribution stocks of spirits in excess of the 
present radon. 



In any event, however, the ration becoming effective on 
October 2nd can be maintained throughout the winter months, 
so it Is hoped that the public will co-operate by not buying Jo 
excess of actual requirements.

The history of the mortgage, 
which dates from 1926, was briefly 
reviewed and the decreasing prin- 
cipal of it shown on the blackboard.)

After the 
Methodist union of 18S4 the church 
was simply Keswick Methodist. 

Dedication services for the pres- 
ent building were held In November 
of 1925. The cost was $11,000 of 
which 55.000 was paid in cash. A 
mortgage was taken for $6,000 in 
January of 1928 and signed by the 
following trustees: Ira Morton, 
John Marritt, Josh Sheppard, Rich- 
mond Cole, . Arthur Gilroy. Wm. 
Marritt, Ernest Morton, Orville M. 
King. Angus King, Walker Rigler, 
Frank F. Marritt, Dan McGenerty, 
Ryan Switzer and P. Judson Cole. 
The first five named arc now de- 
ceased. 

Pledges made at the time of 
building were redeemed to the 
extent of $1,500 in the next few 
years. Then the mortgage stood 
at $4,500 for a considerable time 
until, in 1942, a move was launched 
to reduce and ultimately discharge 
it. 

In 1932 the local union with the 
majority group of Keswick Christ- 
ian church had taken place. Ten 
years later, in 1942. their former 
parsonage was sold and the pro- 
ceeds used to reduce the amount. 
Bequests of $1,000 from the late 
Henry Sennett and of $100 from the 
lute Mary Purdy helped further. 
The Women's* Association raised 
money and applied it. Dating back 
to 1892 was a fund of $415 left by 
Henry Draper, one of the founded 
of the Keswick M.E. church and a 
relative of his. For 50 years the 
interest of this had been used for 
ministerial suppoit. The necessary 
legal steps having been taken this 
amount was applied. Finally, in 
the early summer of this year a 
canvass was undertaken. 

Fifteen summer visitors at Kes- 
wick contributed $359 rind some &5 
local people contributed approxi- 
mately $1,250, more than enough to 
complete payment. 

In tho service the mortgage was 
burned by Mr. William Marritt, S5- 
year-old clerk of session and a liv- 
ing link between the present con-" 
gregation and the M.E. congrega- 
tion of 1878. Prior to the burning, 
nine candles, each one symbolizing 
some source of the money used to 
retlro the mortgage, were lit 
by representative people. Mrs. O. 
M. King, niece of the late Henry 
Sennett, Mr, Wm. Purdy, son of the 
late Mary Purdy, and Winston 
Prosser, grnndncphew of the lato 
Henry Draper, lit the candles for 
tho three bequests. Mrs. Wm. 
Davison lit the caudle for the 
Women's Association, Mr. Ryan 
Switzer for the original contribu- 
tions and the pledges of 1925-29, Mr. 
Geo. Hamilton for trie Christian 
church parsonage, Mrs. J. I!. Wes- 
ley, Newmarket, for the summer 
visitors. Mjfe 3ns. Clark for the 
canvassers in the recent cam* 
V<i)gn and Mr. Jack Raines as 
chairman of stewards for the local 
contributors. 

As Mr. Marritt committed the 
mortgage to the flames the choir 
and congregation sang the doxol- 
ogy. A message which Mr. Marritt 
had written was reail at this point. 

Hollowing the service there was a 
social hour, under auspices of the 
Women's Association. 

Tho mortgage committed to the 
flames was a newel 1 one, for 
$4,500. written In 1935 and signed 
by tho then trustees of Keswick 
United church. These mst» f new 
relieved of responsibility fot the 
mortgage, are Wm. Marritt, O. M. 
King, Krnest Morton, P. J. Cole, 
Uan McQenerty, Geo. Hamilton. Er- 
win Winch, ■ Frank F. Marritt 
ami Angua King, The late Duncan 
King, who died in 1W1, was also 
a signatory trustee.

"Competitive sports for chil- 
dren make for keener and 
cleaner minds and instills in 
them the will to win. Tin's spirit 
carries on after sport into busi- 
life and makes for better 
men and women for this world 
of ours. 

"Today, most large companies 
have some athletic department.

Many of 
our own boys in town have 
learned their hockey right here 
and have gone tip to the big time 
and made good.

Many of yesterday's athletes 
are today's heroes overseas in 
the biggest game of all time.

"For 17 years I have played a 
part in the operation of the 
Newmarket arena, in earlier 
years as ticket seller, and later 
years as a general manager. 

"With the purchase price 
based at $17,000 the project will 
carry itself financially. 

"Public skating has increased 
in interesL very much during 
the past few years. In fact, four 
limes during the last two years, 
were all previous records for at- 
tendance of skaters broken. 

"Hockey in Newmarket enn be 

as popular as it was 20 years 
ago. 

"With the camp team of play- 
ers, who were strangers ns in- 
dividuals, the attendance during 
the past few years' has been 
wonderfully good. But with the 
town spoasnring the arena, 
also a home-town hockey team, 
I believe the capacity of the 
arena would be filled for the 
games. 

"Develop young hockey play- 
ers. Our young lads deserve a 
chance to make good in hockey. 
With the town operating the 
arena and the town employees 
looking after the ice surface, 
then our boys could be given 
hockey practice time free of 
charge and thus develop many 
players who will not only bring 
honor to themselves, but to our 
town. 

"Free skating for school chil- 
dren is important and few of our 
citizens have ever seen the New- 
market arena between four and 
five Friday afternoon. Untotd 
benefits are brought to our chil- 
dren by free skating, ond the 
free time available to school 
children could be greatly in- 
creased under town control.
